WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP) 
— Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri, says President 


Eisenhower was forced into hu- | 


miliation at last week’s summit 


conference ‘‘by a series of blun- | 


ders, each surpassing its pred- 
ecessor.”’ 


Symington, a candidate for the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion, referred to the President 
in a Senate speech as ‘‘the com- 
placent Mr. Eisenhower’ and 
added:

Renewing his attack on the 
nation’s military policies, Sy- 
mington added:

U.S. Has ‘Chamber of Horrors’ Where 
Experts Study Such Snoopery and Work 
Out Defense Against Them.

_terday at the United Nations as 
evidence of Soviet spying was 
'one of the toughest cases ever 
‘cracked by American counter- 


espionage agents. . 

The reason, it was learned, is 
that the hidden microphone was 
extremely small and used no 
wiring. It was, in fact, an inde- 
pendent miniature broadcasting 
station. For its time—and even 


for today—it is considered by 
_experts to be an extremely ad- 


vanced piece of electronic equip- 
ment. 

The eagle, part of a hand- 
carved wooden copy of the 
Great Seal of the United States, 
came from an underground room 
in Washington called “the cham- 
ber of horrors” by State De- 
partment security men. 


The Great Seal, two feet in 
diameter, is the chamber’s prize 
exhibit. But there are many 
others. A reporter toured the 
basement, which is kept locked 
under maximum security. There 
is even a peephole in the door. 

Two men work among the sub- 
terranean treasures. They are 
researchers whose job is to tink- 
er with the captured snoopery— 
cameras, radios, transmitters, 
wire recorders and so on—and 
try to figure out a defense 
against them. 

These men are among the 
more than 300 employes of the 
State Department’s office of se- 
curity, which comes under the 
supervision of John W. Hanes 
Jr., director of the department’s 
bureau of security and consular 
affairs. 

About 80 of the employes work 
abroad, the others—including of- 
fice help as well as trained 


agents—in the United States. Of 
the 80 overseas, about 20 are 
| electronic specialists. 


These specialists are assigned 
by geographical region. Their 
job is to tap walls inch by inch, 
test locks, search ceilings, dis- 
mantle electrical sockets, tear 
down telephones — in short go 


over every nook and cranny of 
ariy building occupied by Ameri- 
can officials. 

In Iron Curtain countries, they 
make such exhaustive checkups 
whenever a new building is ac- 
quired and then frequently 
theerafter. In Czechoslovakia one 
time, when the American mili- 
tary attaches rented a house, the 
security check turned up 14 hid- 
den microphones. 


State Department personnel, 
office help as well as top dip- 
lomats, are taken to the ‘“‘cham- 
ber of horrors” before being 
sent on Iron Curtain assign- 
ments. 

There they are shown what to 
expect when they get to their 
posts. They see telephones, ra- 
dios, books, purses, light sock- 
ets, lamps, wall pictures, doors, 
windows and many other seem- 
ingly innocent paraphernalia of 
everyday life. 

They are challenged some- 
times to try to find the hidden 
microphone. Often they cannot. 
The security men then point it 
out to them—just as Ambassa- 
dor Henry Cabot Lodge did yes- 
terday in exhibiting the great 
seal which had been presented 
as a gift to the American am- 
bassador in Moscow. 

The best available recollec- 
tions hete are that the device 
was given to former New York 
Gov. Averell Harriman in late 
1945 or early 1946, when he was 
ambassador to Moscow. It was 
not unmasked as a listening de- 
vice until 1952, these inform- 
ants say. 

By that time it had hung on 
the wall through five American 
ambassadors—Harriman, Walter 
Bedell Smith, Alan G. Kirk, 
George F. Kennan and Charles 
E. Bohlen. It was taken, officials 
said, from the office of the am- 
bassador’s residence, Spasso 
house, and not from the embassy 
itself.

He said he was aware of the 
April 9 flight which Khrushchev 
mentioned when he announced 
that the May 1 flight had been 
shot down. 

Referring to the false United 
States announcement issued May 
1 at Adana, Turkey, that the 
missing espionage plane was 
merely a weather flight gone 
astray, Under Secretary Douglas 
Dillon said no further action was 
taken because it was not known 
yet whether the plane had been 
lost over Soviet: territory. 

He added, however, ‘‘the pre- 
sumption was that it had been 
lost over Soviet territory, be- 
cause that was apparently where 
it was going to be the greater 
part of the time in the flight.” 

Herter listed these three ele- 
ments as apparently entering in- 
to the Soviet decision to torpedo 
the conference: 

1. Khrushchev apparently had 
concluded there was little 
chance of a Berlin settlement 
on Soviet terms. Speeches and 
statements by Western leaders 
evidenced Western determina- 
tion and ‘unity on this point 
and apparently led him to this 
conclusion, Herter said. 

2. Khrushchev’s personal vis- 
its to the United States and 
France seemed to have 
aroused ‘“‘at least serious ques- 
tioning if not opposition in the 
Soviet hierarchy.” 

3. The U-2 incident. 


“‘A combination of these three 
factors in our judgment is what 
resulted in the definite and 
brutal decision to disrupt the 
Paris conference,’ Herter said. 
“To determine how each of these 
factors should be weighed is, for 
the moment, beyond our reach.” 

Herter said the U-2 incident 
“‘was most certainly seized on 
and magnified beyond its true 
proportions as a justification for. 
this decision.” 


Herter’s prepared statement |

day. He was 82 years old. | 

Flagg had been in poor health | 
and was nearly blind. He died 
at his suite in the Parc Ven- | 
dome apartments. 

His drawing of Uncle Sam with 
a pointing finger and the cap- 
tion “I Want You,” was cred- 
ited with spurring recruiting in 
World War I. 

About 4,000,000 copies of the | 
poster were distributed through- | 
out the country. No one could 
escape it. The finger and search- 
ing eyes seemed ot follow any- 
one passing the sign. 

In World War II, Mr. Flagg, 
who had gained fame for his 


azines and advertisements, again 
turned to patriotic posters. 

“I feel like picking up my hat 
and saying, ‘This is where I 
came in,’”’ he once commented. 

Mr. Flagg was born at Pelham 
Manor, N.Y., June 18, 1877. He 
started his art career at the age 
of 12, selling some of his draw- 
ings to the St. Nicholas maga- 
zine. He later studied in New 
York, Paris and London. 

His fine-lined drawings later 
were seen in_ publications | 
throughout the world. At his | 
peak he made $70,000 a year.

Baseball Bill 
Opposed by 
Sen. Butler 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (UPI) 
'—Senator John Marshall Butler 
'(Rep.), Maryland, declared today 


‘the pending baseball bill would 


be ‘harmful to the sport, per- 
haps fatal.” He pledged to op- 
pose it ‘‘at every stage of the 
legislative process.”’ 

Butler is a member of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee which 
currently is studying the meas- 
ure offered by Senator Estes 
Kefauver (Dem.), Tennessee. 

In a statement, Butler said 
the measure was ‘“‘unwarranted”’ 
and would attempt to tell the 
major leagues ‘‘how to operate 
their business.” He said he was 
sure it would, in the long run, 
destroy baseball’s basic strength 
—a minor league complex to de- 
velop major league players. 

Butler said the bill seemed to 
be designed “to an amazingly 
transparent degree, to aid a spe- 
cific group—the organizers of the 
proposed Continental League.”’ 

Supporters of the Continental 
League backed the measure in 
hearings last week. Organized 
baseball opposed it. Butler said 
the major leagues could’ expect 
his “‘unqualified support.” 

The bill would give baseball a 
partial exemption from the anti- 
trust laws and give congressional 
sanction to certain restrictions 
on telecasting. However, it also 
would provide certain easements 
to promote the formation of new 
major leagues and would at- 
tempt to relax the control of the 
present major league teams over 
the talent now playing in the 
minors. 

The latter provisions were 
sharply attacked by baseball 
commissioner Ford C. Frick and 
minor league president George 
Trautman.

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Rental Unit 
Building 
To Increase 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Con- 
struction of rental housing will 
increase tremendously in the 
1960s because there will be more 
senior citizens and young mar- 
ried couples setting up house- 
keeping. 

This is the prediction of Mar- 
tin L. Bartling Jr., president of 
the N.A.H.B. Journal of Home- 
Builders, in the June issue of 
the NAHB Journal of Home- 
building. The ‘ead article in the 
N.A.H.B. publication is devoted 
to builder opportunities in the 
rental housing field 

Bartling, in calling attention to 
the need for rental housing, 
points out that the N.A.H.B.’s 
newest service is the establish- 
ment of a department to encour- 
age and assist the development 
and construction of such housing. 


The Journal says that ‘‘already 
we are building more apartments 
than we did in the peak of the 
boom (rental housing) in 1950.” 
It continues: 

“The market for apartments 
grows greater each year as new 
families form and as older fam- 
ilies whose children are married, 
seek apartments, 

“New apartments built in the 
last 10 years have not kept up 
with apartment demolition and 
conversions to commercial use, 
t is said that the rental hous- 
ing market can absorb 3,000,000 
units in the next 10 years.” 

In discussing trends in apart- 
nent design, the Journal notes 
that the tendency in low and 
medium cost units is toward an 
oversized living room with space 
set askle off the kitchen for din- 
ing or toward dining alcoves, 
dining foyers or over-sized kitch- 
ens with eating areas. 

Not So Pressing. 


The Journal points out that 
apartment dwellers usually do 
their entertaining informally, in 
buffet style, and thus the need 
for complete separation of liv- 
ing room and dining room is not 
so pressing. 

It urges that ‘‘greater consid- 
eration should be given to the 
electrical service in the dining 
area because of the number of 
electrical appliances used, such 
as toasters, waffle irons and hot 
plates.” This is an area, too, 
where special consideration 
should be given to good lighting 
fixtures, thé Journal say 

Comparing bedrooms in &part- 
ments with those in private 
homes, the magazine declares: 

‘“‘Bedrooms in apartments are 
really multi-purpose rooms. 
They are used for sleeping, 
dressing and privacy. Whereas 
the private home may have a 
study, library, den, recreation 
room or a basement area for 
play, the apartment usually has 
none of these. For this reason 
bedrooms in apartments must 
be larger. Apartment dwelling 
calls for much closer living 
than in a home, and, therefore, 
some provisions must be made 
for privacy.” 

The main bedroom should al- 
ways be planned on the pre- 
sumption that twin beds will be 
used, and thus a room 10 by 14 
feet should be the minimum 
size with 15 by 11 feet more 
preferable dimensions, the mag- 
azine states. 

It urges the location of a bath- 
room off a hall, but says that 
in the case of one-bedroom 
apartments, an argument can be 
made for a bathroom entered di-° 
rectly from the bedroom, Space 
given to a hall thus could be 
used for a greater storage area, 
a larger living room or the cost- 
™ving could be applied toward

Storage space in an apartment 
is quite a different problem than 
in a private home, according to 
the Journal, because there is no 
attic, stair or large basement 
area to supplement closet space. 


Requisites Inadequate. 


Tt makes the point that ‘‘pres- 
ent day apartment house bed- 
room closet requirements make 
FHA MP%S’s for honies appear 
greatly inadequate for apart- 
ments. For example, the FHA 
calls for a closet three feet 
wide in each bedroom and a 
guest closet of similar size some- 
where in the home. 

“In an apartment, closets five 
feet wide in each of the bed- 
rooms provide the bare mini- 
mum storage requirement.” 

The Journal lists outstanding 
rental housing projects in vari- 
ous parts of the country. 

At Chula Vista in San Diego 
county, Calif., the Palms apart- 
ments of Arthur Lynds are 
“something special,”’ according 
to the magazine. The apart- 
ments have wall-to-wall carpet- 
ing throughout, mahogany doors, 
knotty cedar kitchen cabinets, 
ceramic tile, a heated swimming 
pool and a tropical garden patio.

Taking Over 


Pool Business 


Lumber and building supply 
dealers are getting their feet 
agreeably wet in the swimming 
pool business, according to the 
current issue of Building Supply 
News, a Cahners publication. 

These dealers are becoming 
the local source of pool construc- 
tion, service, accessories and sup- 
plies, confirming a prediction 
made by Building Supply News 
editors two years ago, 

The experience of two Texas 
dealers is cited as typical of the 
national trend. Willis Lumber 
Co., Abilene, and Forrest Lum- 
ber Co., Lamesa, have estab- 
lished themselves as hometown 
swimming pool headquarters, 
says Building Supply News. 

In 1958, Willis constructed sev- 
en pools in the Abilene area, in- 
cluding one for the Holiday Inn 
Motel; and in 1959, installed sev- 
en more. Willis supplies 45 cus- 
tomers, representing half the 
known pool owners within a 50- 
mile radius, who spend an ay- 
erage of $25 a month during the 
swimming season for chemicals 
alone. Accessories such as rope, 
floats, kick boards and water 
mattresses are sold along with 
replacement items like matting 
and wall brushes. 

Willis’s pool service consists 
primarily of vacuuming the pool 
and backwashing the filter once 
or twice a week, depending on 
the number of persons using the 
pool, Chemical treatment is a 
daily service, except that the 
larger pools have chemical feed- 
ers. A survey has shown that 
many owners of motel, apart- 
ment, and more luxurious resi- 
dential pools will spend an ad- 
ditional $35 to $50 a month for 
maintenance.

NEW YORK, — Construction 
contracts in the United States 
in April totaled $3,359,782,000, 
representing the second highest 
April in history, F. W. Dodge 
Corporation reported yesterday. 

While the contracts were below 
April of last year, Dodge vice 
president and chief economist 
George Cline Smith said that on 
a seasonally adjusted basis they 
showed a _ substantial increase 
over March and an even greater 


, increase over February. 


“On the year-to-year compari- 
son,”’ Dr. Smith said, “‘April was 


F down 11 per cent from April of 


last year, with declines in every 
major category of residental and 
non-residential building more 


® than offsetting increases in heavy 


engineering.” 

“This is far from the whole 
story, however,’’ Dr. Smith said. 
“Contracts in April, 1959, were 
the highest ever recorded in any 
April and on a seasonally ad- 
jsted basis were the highest for 
any month in history, so that a 
decline from this peak is hardly 
alarming.” 


‘Moreover, the recent trend 
is quite encouraging. The Dodge 


5 seasonally adjusted index (1947- 


49 average equals 100) has risen 
from 234 in February to 252 in 
March and now to 266 in April.” 


Dr. Smith said that the bulk 
of the decline in dollars from 
April of last year was accounted 
for by residential buildings, down 
19 per cent. The number of 
dwelling units covered was 110,- 
603, down 22 per cent. Non-resi- 
dential building contracts were 
down 12 per cent, with declines 
in all major categories. Heavy 
engineering contracts were up 9 
per cent, principally because of 
three large pipeline contracts in 
April. 

The April 1960 dollar figures 
by category were as follows: 
residential buildings, $1,479,529,- 
000, down 19 per cent from April, 
1959; non-residential buildings, 
$1,047,751,000, down 12 per cent; 
and heavy engineering, $832,502,- 
000, up 9 per cent. 

Cumulative totals for the first 
four months of 1960, with per- 
centage changes from the cor- 
responding period last year, 
were as follows: residential 
buildings, at $4,676,544,000, down 
14 per cent; non-residential build- 
ings, at $3,598,534,000, down less 
than one-half per cent; heavy 
engineering, at $2,530,975,000, 
down 4 per cent; and total con- 
struction, at $10,806,053,000, down 
8 per cent.

Running Hard 


I am shocked and grieved at the 
irresponsible attack of Adlai E. 
Stevenson upon President Ejisen- 
hower. At a time when our coun- 
try is engaged in a deadly struggle 
for survival Mr. Stevenson is at- 
tempting to make partisan political 
capital out of the summit failure. 

Mr. Khrushchev proposes delay- 
ing a summit conference until after 
the election. Mr. Stevenson agrees 
by stating that the Administration 
has ‘‘helped make successful nego- 
tiations with the Russians—negotia- 
tions that are vital to our survival 
—impossible so long as they are in 
power.”’ 

The many conflicting speculations 
appearing in the Post-Dispatch sug- 
gest that probably the real rock on 
which the hopes of ‘‘successful ne- 
gotiations’’ foundered was Soviet 
recognition that the West is unwill- 
ing to surrender on Berlin. 

To equate negotiations with ap- 
peasement is unfair. Nevertheless 
it should be clear to anyone who 
has followed closely the develop- 
ments since the end of World War 
II that ‘‘successful negotiations” 
(meaning negotiations that will end 
in agreement) can be based only 
upon surrender. 

One can agree with Mr. Steven- 
son that the handling of the U-2 
flight was a series of blunders. 
However, the timing of his state- 
ment following Khrushchev’s re- 
fusal to deal with Eisenhower and 
blast against Nixon cannot but sug- 
gest to the world, although that no 
doubt was not Mr. Stevenson’s in- 
tention, that if he were President 
he would strive for ‘“‘peace at any 
price.” Mr, Stevenson is running 
hard for the presidency clinging to 
Mr. Khrushchev’s coattails. 

I do not think that Mr. Stevenson 
speaks for the Democratic party. 
He is unwittingly helping Khrush- 
chev’s crude attempt to interfere in 
our presidential election. I do not 
believe that the American people 
are so craven as to permit Khrush- 
chev to pick our next President.

Sikeston 
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A Question of Rights 


Amendment of the Norris-LaGuardia Act as 
proposed. by Senate Republican Leader Dirk- 
sen of Illinois may be indicated to cope with 
certain modern conditions, but this should 
not be attempted without a thorough Congres- 
sional review. The law was sponsored by 
two respected liberals, Senator Norris of Ne- 
braska and Representative LaGuardia of New 
York, and passed in 1932 by votes of 363 to 
13 in the House and 75 to 5 in the Senate. 
Prolonged debate preceded passage; the pur- 
pose of Congress to limit the Federal injunc- 
tive power in labor disputes was clear. 

What Senator Dirksen now suggests is a 
provision to exclude the discontinuance of 
jobs from the “‘terms of employment” area 
covered by this act, and by the Railway Labor 
and National Labor Relations Acts. His pro- 
posal was prompted by the recent 5-4 decision 
of the Supreme Court upholding the action 
of a United States District Court in refusing 
an anti-strike injunction sought by the Chicago 
and North Western Railway Co. Speaking for 
the majority, Justice Black took note of the 
railroad’s arguments that its financial condi- 
tion moved it to seek abandonment of certain 
railroad stations (with a consequent loss of 
jobs) but said that such arguments were “ad- 
dressed to the wrong forum.” 

“If the scope of the Norris-LaGuardia Act 
is to be cut down in order to prevent ‘waste’ 
by the railroads, Congress should be the body 
to do so,” Justice Black said. 

The difficulties arose over changes in the 
nation’s transportation habits. A century ago 
the railroad had stations on branch lines seven 
to 10 miles apart; these were so little used in 
recent years that in many instances agents 
were drawing a full day’s pay for 15 to 30 
minutes of work. The North Western, in 
financial straits, devised a consolidation plan 
which was opposed by the Order of Railroad 
Telegraphers. 

There appears to be no question that the 
railroad plan was sound from a managerial 
standpoint. The South Dakota Public Utility 
Commission directed that the plan be put into 
effect in that state. The union sought an 
amendment to its bargaining agreement pro- 
viding that no jobs would be abolished with- 
out its consent. The railroad contended the 
matter was not bargainable. This was the 
issue on which the company went to court to 
avert a strike. 

The railroad maintained that the union 
could not seek relief except by appearing be- 
fore state public utility commissions which 
had the power to determine whether station 
agencies could be discontinued. 

It seems clear to us that a decision on 
whether to abandon a station is a manage- 
ment and not a union prerogative. The union 
does have the right to bargain for the job se- 
curity of its members; it does not have the 

right to veto operations changes dictated by 
management necessity. Many of the nation’s 
railroads are in financial trouble and they 
should be able, subject to rulings of state 
commissions and the I.C:C., to streamline 
their operations. 

But does the realization of these principles 
require resort to injunctions which the Nor- 
ris-LaGuardia Act outlawed after many years 
of injustice to labor? Congress must consider 
that question very seriously.

When 
Senate Republicans talked of Democratic “‘ap- 
peasement,” Democratic National Chairman 
Paul Butler angrily accused the Administra- 
tion of “‘too soft a policy toward Russia.” Mr. 
Butler’s ire is understandable, but repeating 
these old and irresponsible themes will do 
nothing for responsible debate on foreign 
policy. Furthermore, the campaign cry of 
“soft on Communism” has been peculiar to 
certain Republicans in the past. The slogan 
virtually bears a partisan copyright. We 
doubt that Mr. Butler wants to infringe upon it. 


They Took the First 


H. Chandler Davis will get out of prison 
on July 2 and not before.

brilliant mathematician and authority on Rus- 
sian research. Not until Dec. 14, presumably, 
will prison doors open for Dr. Willard Uphaus, 
the 69-year-old Christian pacifist who refused 
to tell New Hampshire authorities who at- 
tended his summer camp. These are the last 
of four First Amendment cases which so far 
have led to prison terms for contempt. 

Altogether, there are 36 such cases arising 
from state or federal action but largely, as in 
the Davis case, from refusal to answer ques- 
tions for the House Un-American Activities 
Committee. The committee now wishes to 
cite 13 Puerto Ricans as a result of hearings 
last fall. That committee has set the pro- 
cedure, the courts largely have upheld it, and 
the result is a series of diverse questions as to 
what the First Amendment’s guarantee of 
freedom of speech and assembly really means 
today. For example: 

There is the Rev. Theodore R. Gibson, who 
as head of the Miami branch of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People refused to produce membership lists 
for a Florida legislative committee. A few 
weeks ago the United States Supreme Court 
held that such disclosure in Arkansas could 
lead to harassment. Will this decision protect 
the Rev. Mr. Gibson? 

There is Mrs. Mary G. Knowles, dismissed 
as librarian in Norwood, Mass., after she re- 
fused to answer to the Senate Internal Securi- 
ty subcommittee. She was held in contempt, 
and her appeal still is pending. A Quaker 
library which later hired her was honored 
by the Fund for the Republic for “defense of 
individual freedom.” Was that also contempt? 

There is Peter Seeger, the folk singer, who 
told the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee he had never done anything conspira- 
torial nor sung any conspiratorial songs, but 
is awaiting trial because he insists “I have a 
right to my opinions.” The committee did 
not quite agree; what would the courts say? 

There is Edward Yellin, whom the Univer- 
sity of Illinois retained on an engineering fel- 
lowship despite conviction for contempt of 
the House committee. Mr. Yellin had claimed 
protection under the First Amendment be- 
cause the 1957 Watkins decision by the Su- 
preme Court said the committee had no clear 
legislative purpose. In the 1959 Barenblatt 
case, however, the court said the committee’s 
authority was unassailable. Which of these 
will apply to Mr. Yellin’s appeal? 

There is, to cite one more case, Frank Wil- 
kinson, who went to Atlanta in 1958 to lead a 
protest against the House committee’s hear- 
ings and was quickly ordered to appear be-

fore it. .The American Civil Liberties Union 
contends that the committee attempted to in- 
timidate Wilkinson in the exercise of his con- 
stitutional right to petition for redress of 
grievances... The Supreme Court said as to 
Watkins that “there is no congressional power 
to expose for exposure’s sake,” but what will 
it do about Wilkinson? 

Individual rights have suffered greatly at 
the hands of official investigators in recent 
years, without much relief from the White 
House, Congress or the courts. The Wilkin- 
son case offers one more opportunity to de- 
fine the existence of freedom of conscience 
in this America. 


Task for All the Nations 


Ambassador Lodge made quite a show in 
the U.N. Security Council of the Russians’ 
device for bugging the American embassy in 
Moscow, but that is. not what accounted for 
the 7-2 vote against the Soviet demand for a 
condemnation of the United States. Mr. Gro- 
myko could muster no more than his own 
vote and Poland’s because he could not prove 
his government’s good faith, and could not 
prove his case. 

It was impossible to take seriously Mr. Gro- 
myko’s mock indignation at the U-2 incident 
if only because, as the French delegate pointed 
out, the Russians had waited 18 days before 
complaining to the U.N. Had they felt them- 
selves as grievously wronged as they now try to 
make out, they would have been knocking on 
Mr. Hammarskjold’s door the night of May 1. 
But first they waited to see what they could 
do with the incident at the summit conference. 


Nor did the Russians ever prove their accu- 
sation that the U-2 flight amounted to ag- 
gression. As Sir Pierson Dixon, the British 
delegate, pointed out, the flight involved no 
use of force or threat of force against the 
Soviet Union. And the Argentine delegate 
effectively remarked that the U-2 flight did 
not fit any of the 14 types of aggression laid 
down in the Russians’ own definition of that 
term as proposed to the U.N. Special Commit- 
tee for the Definition of Aggression. 

So the Soviet resolution was soundly beaten, 
as it deserved to be. But it does not follow 
that the U-2 incident is ended; now repercus- 
sions are still being heard in Japan, and we 
doubt if they will end there. Nor does it fol- 
low, as Ambassador Lodge seemed to be ar- 
guing, that aerial reconnaissance is just an in- 
nocuous form of routine espionage. The dif- 
ference between a U-2 and a bugged embassy 
is that the U-2 can -set off a chain of events 
leading to nuclear war. That is why all pos- 
sible efforts should now be made to interna- 
tionalize the job of protecting nations against 
the fear of surprise attack. 


Also for the Arch in 1964 


At the initial suggestion of Representative 
Karsten of St. Louis, Senator Anderson of 
New Mexico has called a meeting of the 
United States Territorial Expansion Commis- 
sion for June 11. This group, of which An- 
derson is chairman, was created by Congress 
primarily to prepare plans for the riverfront 
national park. It continues to exist even 
though its present function is rather vague. 
But prestige and devotion to the project can 
make up for this. Anderson believes that the 
meeting wiil result in one more recommen- 
dation of an appropriation sufficient to in- 
sure completion of the park and its arch by 
1964. With the Budget Bureau willing to con- 
sider such an appropriation, all concerned 
ought to join the push towards that objective. 


How to Get a New Airport 


We agree with Chamber of Commerce Pres- 
ident Aloys P. Kaufmann that the Bi-State 
Development Agency should undertake the 
task of creating the second major airport he 
believes the metropolitan area will be need- 
ing soon. But this is easier said than done. 
Bi-State can take on only those projects that 
are self-liquidating, which a major new air- 
port is hardly likely to be. What then? 

The key to the situation probably lies in 
St. Louis City Hall. The city operates Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, and operates it. at some- 
thing of a profit. In effect Lambert Field is 
being employed partially at least to subsidize 
public service in the city, much in the same 
way that MacArthur Bridge is used; the reve- 
nues it produces are smaller, that is all. 


Not only is Lambert Field fully self-sup- 
porting, it pays into the City Treasury five 
per cent of its gross receipts, or about $77,000 
a year. In addition in fiscal 1958-59 it poured 
a $200,000 surplus into the city’s general 
revenue fund. The surplus for the current 
fiscal year is estimated at $125,000. 

If the city would turn over Lambert Field 
to Bi-State, that agency then might be in posi- 
tion to employ the profits of the field to help 
guarantee revenue bonds issued to finance a 
second airport in Madison county, say, or in 
St. Louis county. Thus airport profits would 
be going to enhance the area’s air facilities, 
as they should be, rather than to subsidize 
the municipal tax rate for St. Louisans. 

If the city declines to co-operate in such a 
venture, then it must assume responsibility 
for providing the additional airports as they 
become necessary. To do nothing, to sit back 
and expect this need to be met by others who 
are financially less able, is to court the irrep- 
arable harm for the whole metropolitan area 
that Mr. Kaufmann foresees unless major air- 
port needs are met soon. 


Return of the C-47 
The Air Force C-47 transport which was 


_ forced to land in East Germany last Friday 


returned to American-occupied Germany five 
days later with its nine occupants safe. The 
experience of this unarmed plane, following 
the U-2 incident and explosion of the summit 
conference, offers some encouragement for 
rational relations with Russia. 

According to the C-47 pilot, the Americans 
were questioned fairly and treated well. More 
important, from the standpoint of interna- 
tional comity, Russian authorities quickly took 
the matter over from East German police. No 
effort was made to force the United States 
into embarrassing negotiations with East Ger- 
many, which this country refuses to recognize. 

In this case Soviet officials did not follow 
Premier Khrushchev’s hostile denunciations 
of the United States with hostile action, nor 
did they even attempt to capitalize on the 
C-47 incident through propaganda. What 
transpired instead was in the nature of those 
“business-like dealings with Soviet leaders” 
for which President Eisenhower this week 
appealed. The C-47 offered a small test for 
such dealings, but it was a hopeful one.

Students have to write reports in 
nearly all courses, and in many of 
them they must write narrative or dis- 
cussion-type examinations, at least.

Between Book Ends Greeks in Modern Dress 


EVERY MAN IS GOD, by Raymond 
Postgate. (Simon & Shuster, 313 pgs., 
$3.95.) 

The recipe for this novel is probably 
unique. Take a famous Greek tragedy 
(Aeschylus’s Oresteia), shape into a 
murder mystery, spice with sex, and 
sprinkle lightly 
with social history, 
Latin poetry and 
philosophy. The au- 
thor of books in 
several fields—fic- 
tion, biography, 
history, classics, 
gastronomy — Mr. 
Postgate apparent- 
ly decided it was 
time to try combin- 
ing his talents. The 
result is certainly 
a different kind of dish, though a 
rather “lumpy” one. 

The lumps are caused by the failure 
of the basic ingredient, Greek tragedy, 
to blend with the rest. Instead of con- 
tributing to the whole effect, it dom- 
inates and distorts the book. Not only 
do the members of the Alderton fam-

ily follow in the bloody footsteps of 
their Greek models, but even their 
names echo those of the Greek story. 


Thus, the Greek father Agamemnon 
(now Arthur) is hated by the mother 
Clytemnestra (now Clarissa) because 
he has killed one of their daughters, 
Iphigenia (Iris), brought a foreign mis- 
tress, Cassandra (Carlotta), home from 
the war, and interrupted her illicit af- 
fair with Aegisthus (Andrew). After 
the crime, the son Orestes (Oswald) 
and daughter Electra (Esther) have 
the terrible responsibility of seeing 
that justice is done. 

Mr. Postgate no doubt realized the 
great difficulty he faced in trying to 
transplant the tragic heroes of ancient 
times to County Cambridge, England, 
and drew on his skills as historian to 
create a setting that would make the 
tremendous shift in time and space 
believable. We are given a full chron- 
jicle of the Alderton family, told how 
it entered the ranks of the nobility 
and how it was battered by political 
and military events from the 1890s 
into the 1940s. ll this is enlivened, 
as indicated in the recipe, by excur- 


What is needed, therefore, is not an 
orgy of partisan recrimination, but a 
rigorous scrutiny of our own mistakes, 
a dispassionate reappraisal of our 
world position, and an airing of the 
current problems of national policy, 
all conducted in a spirit which recog- 
nizes that America is today beset by 
dangers far transcending in their im- 
plications the domestic and personal 
issues of the forthcoming election. 

The fact that we are disgusted with 
the recent Soviet behavior at Paris is 
no reason for evading such a re-exami- 
nation. It is a false sense of national 
unity, and one that can only play into 
the hands of the most dangerous ele- 
ments within the Communist bloc, 
which sees in the outcoine of the Paris 
encounter grounds for our acting as 
though we were already at war and 
abandoning the effort to enrich the 
processes of government by public 
criticism and debate. 

Serious as the present situation is, 
there is nothing in it to warrant such 
despair. A true sense of national unity 
will manifest itself precisely in a spirit 
of courageous self-scrutiny and in a 
continued reliance on responsible criti- 
cal opinion as a factor in the formula- 
tion of sound concepts and policies. 

Nothing short of this could regain 
for us the full confidence of our allies, 
which must have been more seriously 
impaired than they have cared in the 
circumstances to reveal; and nothing 
short of this could restore to us the 
leadership we ought to be exercising 
in the quest for a more secure and 
stable world order.

“PLEASE WRITE about al- 
lergies involving food. Does a 
person outgrow them with age? 

|e ok 

This is a yes-and-no answer. 
Sometimes such allergies are out- 
grown, sometimes not. And I 
must admit frankly that we do 
not yet know all of the whys and 
wherefores, but I think we can 
give you enough sound ideas for 
practical purposes. 

Food allergy (or any allergy) 
varies in degree. Some people 
are so sensitive to a certain food 
that they will break out in a 
rash, or their lips or faces will 
start to swell within minutes aft- 
er eating even very small 
amounts of it. 


Outgrowing an Allergy 


For them, there is scant 
chance of ever “outgrowing” 
the allergy. It is too severe, 
although I know of plenty of in- 
stances in which the sensitivity 
becomes less pronounced as 
time passes. 


What happens is that, natural- 
ly, such persons completely avoid 
the offending foods. Their bodies 
seem to “‘get a rest’”’ and, in time 
MAY be able to tolerate very, 
very small amounts of the sub- 
stance without touching off the 
allergy. 

In such cases, a gradually in- 
creasing tolerance is developed, 
but it can do so only if the 
amounts are kept small enough 
so that a new attack of the aller- 
gy is not touched off. 

This method of giving small 
amounts, and increasing them 
very gradually, is used in treat- 
ing other forms of allergies, too.

Take hay fever, for instance.

Flooded Basements 


MANY A BASEMENT gets 
turned into a swimming pool a 
few times a year not because the 
walls or floor are not tight but 
because the storm sewer backs 
up because of very heavy rains. 
In many communities, the base- 
ment floor drain connects into 
a line which goes to the storm 
sewer under the street. If the 
ground is rather flat and the 
storm sewer gets too full, the 
flow of water will reverse and 
flow back from the storm sewer 
up through the basement floor 
drain. This can make quite a 
mess of things. 


There are several ways that 
this problem can be eliminated. 
One way is to have a plumber in- 
stall a check-valve in the base- 
ment floor drain pipe. This valve 
will allow water from the base- 
ment to flow through the drain 
pipe to the storm sewer but will 
prevent s reverse flow. The 
valve must be installed into the 
line, however, and this means 
ripping up a portion of the base- 
ment floor. A check valve is a 
good solution but it is an ex- 
pensive one. A much less expen- 
sive solution is a special little 
plug which can be installed in 


a table in between or even placed 
facing one another. 

Certain types of beds lend 
themselves to this kind of treat- 


.ment. In a bed-sitting room by

The difference, 
then, is in the place at which 
the stenosis has developed. 
Heart surgery is, of course, a 
major operation; whether to 
have such an operation would 
depend on your general physi- 
cal condition as weighed 
against the need for the sur- 
gery.

1. Six notrump. Before dis- 
cussing the proper action to 
take over three notrump, it 
might be best to consider what 
is meant by partner’s jump to 
game. So far as North knows, 
our spade bid may have been 
based on six high-card points. 
The response of one in a suit 
usually ranges from 6 to 16 
points. 

It follows, therefore, that for 
North to make a correct rebid 
of. three notrump, he should 
have. 20 or more points, as well 
as a hand satisfactory for no- 
trump play. Our 13 points bring 
the partnership to a total of at 
least 33 points, the requisite 
number to justify a slam con- 
tract. Hence, the raise to six 
notrump is clearly indicated. 

2.. Four diamonds. Here, also, 
slam prospects are very strong, 
though 33.high-card points are 
not accounted for, and prob- 
ably are lacking. Many slams 
are made, however, with less 
than 33 high-card points, par- 
ticularly where distributional 


factors are present. 

The chances of finding North 
with three-card spade’ support, 
or with a five-card diamond 
suit, are excellent. If either of 
these conditions exists, 12 tricks 
are very likely to be made. The 
singleton heart, combined with a 
trump fit, is probably more than 
enough to compensate for the 
slight shortage of high-card 
points. 

If North’s rebid is either four 
spades or five diamonds, a slam 
in the suit of his choice becomes 
a sound undertaking. 

3. Pass. There is no good rea- 
son to disturb three notrump, 
despite the singleton heart. 
Nine tricks will probably be 
made on sheer high-card power. 
While it is possible that game 
in clubs or diamonds might 
also be made, there is too much 
risk that an 11-trick contract 
would be more difficult to fulfill 
than -the nine-trick notrump 
game. 

4. Five hearts. Again, as in 
Question 2, distribution plays a 
decisive role. While there might 
be only 31 high-card points in 
the combined hands, we should 
not be scared away from the 
potential slam by the lack of 1 
or 2 more points. 

A four: heart bid would be 
improper. It would not repre- 
sent the great power of the 
hand, since it could be based on 
less high cards and more dis- 
tribution. A four heart bid might, 
and probably would be, passed 
by North.

THE HORRORS of relentiess guerrilla warfare are grimly 
and graphically portrayed in “FIVE BRANDED WOMEN,” 
at the ESQUIRE THEATER, This is an absorbing and realistic 
account of the operations of a band of Yugoslavian partisans 
against the occupying Germans in World 
War II, done in English with a good inter- 
national cast by Italian producer Dino De 
Laurentiis, and disected by an American, 
Martin Ritt (‘The Long Hot Summer.’’) 

The fact that women regularly fought 
in the ranks of the partisans gave scripter 
Ivo Perilli, working from an unpublished 
novel by Ugo Pirro, a chance to mix in plenty of love and sex 
with the barking submachine guns, the ambuscades, battles 
and murders. The picture’s big gimmick is that its five 
heroines are all shorn near the start for allowing a wolfish 
German officer (Steve Forrest) to make love to them (one is 
accused unjustly.) The five actresses who sacrificed for their 
art are the beautiful, statuesque Silvana Mangano, Barbara 
Bel Geddes, Vera Miles, Jeanne Moreau and Carla Gravina. 
Anyway, after being driven out of town after the German 
Don Juan was savagely mutilated by partisans at a love 
tryst, they in desperation become partisans themselves and 
join a battalion headed by dedicated and cruel Van Heflin. 

The picture is replete with shocks, One irresponsible 
partisan, (Harry Guardino) tries to rape Miss Mangano after 
he sees all five women bathing in the nude at a waterfall. 
Later Guardino and one of the women are executed for 
amorous dalliance, against a stern rule of the band, while 
on guard duty and allowing a German patrol to slip by. Two 
of the women are forced to be in the firing squad. One woman 
has a baby. A captive German officer, a gentle sort of man 
who had been a professor of philosophy (effectively played 
by Richard Basehart) delivers the baby, but then tries to flee. 
A woman who had captured him and fallen in love with him 
is forced to shoot him in the back. The big scene, a surprise 
attack on a German ceremony in the town square, explodes 
with violence. 

This doesn’t at all attempt to soften the savagery of the 
partisans. Heflin sums it up when he says the Germans made 
them that way to survive. 


Retreat in China 


ALTHOUGH IT was made in Arizona, “THE MOUNTAIN 
ROAD,” at LOEW’S STATE, gives quite an authentic picture 
of Southwestern China during the retreat of thé Fourteenth 
Air Force in 1944 from its Corridor bases of Kweilin and 
Liuchow. It is a low key, but absorbing 
war drama, in which James Stewart, as a 
major leading a demolition team to cover 
the retreat by blowing up runways, bridges 
and passes, tries to balance a pity for the 
masses of Chinese refugees with the pitiless 
demands of war. 

A Chinese actress, Lisa Lu, the widow 
of a Chinese general, goes with the team as interpreter and 
tries to sell Jimmy on humaneness. She seems about to 
succeed in softening him until one of his sergeants, Glenn 
Corbett, is torn to pieces by a hungry mob while, feeding 
them K-rations and a gang of bandits, including Chinese 
Army deserters, murders two more of his men. In an 
understandable rage, he leads an attack on the village where 
the bandits are holing up, killing the innocent as well as 
the guilty in the slaughter. In the end, we have him rather 
reluctantly acquiring some compassion. 

The story is from a novel by Theodore White, who was 
a Time correspondent in China at the time. It has been ably 
directed by Daniel Mann. Stewart (a reserve brigadier general 
in the Air Force in real life) plays with his usual hominess, 
naturalness and force. Harry Morgan is very good, too, as a 
gruff, grumbling determined sergeant. 


Irish Delight 


THE IRISH are masters at character humor, and you 
may see a delightful and rollicking example of it in “THE 
POACHER’S DAUGHTER,” at the APOLLO ART, where 
Julie Harris effects a winning liaison with the Abbey Players 
in a warm and refreshing romp over the 
soft Wicklow hills. 

This is from the play by George Shiels, 
“The New Gossoon,” and the flavor and 
lilt of the lines have the pungency of 
Irish speech that is reminiscent of Synge 
and O’Casey. The plot isn’t much—a feck- 


owner, sells some of his mother’s herd of sheep to buy a 
motorcycle with which he can careen recklessly over the 
countryside, but finally he grows up into a sense of respon- 
sibility, It is the juice of the execution that counts, the warm 
humor and the charm. 

There is Harry Brogan, an actor who is a worthy sucessor 
to F. J. McCormack and Barry Fitzgerald, as a sly, conniving 
old rogue of a poacher, always shooting an angle. Miss 
Harris, as his spirited daughter, illuminates the screen with a 
glowing, spunky performance, speaking the brogue as if born 
to it. There is a rascally maid (Brid Lynch) at the land- 
owner’s, and a choleric village wildman, Philip O’Flynn, 
who is in constant bloodthirsty pursuit of the young bucko 
(Tim Seely) for accidentally keeping O’Flynn’s wild daughter 
out until 4 in the morning on his motorcycle. There are 
pub cronies purring windy philosophies over whisky and 
stout, and to balance all this on the sensible side, the widow, 
Maire Kean, and Eddie Golden as the hardworking foreman. 


Stubborness in Tennessee 


I SUPPOSE the reason that director Elia Kazan’s “WILD 
RIVER,” at the FOX, didn’t send me is that the story simply 
was not powerful, or even interesting enough. In this depic- 
tion of the troubles of a Tennessee Valley Authority land 
clearance agent back in the days when land 
was being bought to make way for the lakes 
and dams, Kazan has treated his subject 
with his usual scrupulous realism. Accents, 
the locales (in Tennessee), the character- 
ization, all seem meticulously correct. 
Yet Paul Osborn’s screen play, based loose- 
ly on novels by William Bradford Huie and 
Borden Deal, hasn’t, breathed much life into the setup. 

Perhaps it is the narrow limits of Montgomery Clift’s 
talents that keeps his hero from becoming sympathetic in 
spite of his tribulations. Mr. Clift seems to be confined largely 
to one expression, an angry stare, and a slow, tortured 


method of speech these days. He tries to persuade a stubborn : 


old woman (Jo Van Fleet), the last holdout, to sell her land. 
Hesis thrown into the river by one of her burly sons, He 
consoles himself with the old woman’s widowed granddaughter 
(Lee Remick), is beaten up by the town bully (Albert Salmi) 
who objects to him paying equal wages to Negroes, and then 
he and Lee are shamefully humiliated and beaten at her 
home by the bully and his pack, But he prevails. 

The message seems to be that all great reforms cause 
human inequities, but in the end, it’s worth it. Sociologically 
sound, perhaps, but in this case, not strong dramatic meat. 


Pesudo Horrors on Mars 


IN “THE ANGRY RED PLANET,” at the ST. LOUIS, a 
rocket expedition lands on Mars, One of the crew of four, 
which of course inciudes a beautiful woman scientist, looks 
out the porthole and says, “Strange!” That’s the kind of 
picture it is—surprising. It is cheaply done—a lot of draw- 
ings are used in place of sets—the dialogue is poor, the acting 
worse, the monsters routine, in view of all those seen on 
earth in horror movies, and the science pseudo. In other 
words, I didn’t care for it. 

The second feature, an English comedy called “BOBBI- 
KINS,” is a fairly amusing bit of fantasy, except that its 
one idea is stretched a little thin. Shirley Jones and Max 
Bygraves are parents of a precocious infant who can talk 
grown-up language when he wants to, and who extracts 
financial secrets from the British Minister of Finance, which 
enable his father to get rich quick on the stock market. It’s 
something of the “Francis” (the talking mule) formula.

A LETTER from the civic af- 
fairs chairman of the St. Louis 
Council of B’nai B’rith Women 
appeared in Martha Carr’s col- 
umn in the Post-Dispatch last 
Feb. .1. The letter told of the 
council’s ‘“‘scrap heap’ project 
in which old greeting cards, 
broken jewelry, torn nylons, 
coffee cans, oatmeal boxes and 
other items were being collected 
for use in occupational therapy 
departments of various St. Louis 
hospitals. 

The very day the letter ap- 
peared the phone at the home of 
the chairman, Mrs. DeVera 
Blumoff, started to ring. It’s 
still ringing. At last count Mrs. 
Blumoff had taken 1011 calls 
from readers of Martha Carr’s 
column who wanted to contrib- 
ute to Operation Scrap Heap. 

“The response was sort of 
overwhelming,’”’ Mrs.  Blumoff 
sighed as she stood in the mid- 
dle of her two-car garage and 


surveyed a mountain of boxes, 
barrels, cartons and crates con- 
taining donations. 


At one point in the drive, the 
Blumoffs had to leave both their 
cars at the curb because the 
garage was jammed to the 
gunwales. In it were more than 
5000 coffee tins, dozens of burlap 
bags stuffed -with scrap ma- 
terials sent by a St. Louis dress 
manufacturer, thousands of 
match boxes, 18 cases of greet- 
ing card samples sent by a com- 
mercial firm and countless bush- 
el baskets of greeting cards de- 
livered by individuals. To these 
were added broken eggshells by 
the bushel, thousands of empty 
thread spools, thousands of torn 
nylons, more thousands of oat- 
meal boxes and broken jewelry 
by the boxfull. Stuffed into every 
cranny were wool ends, button 
collections, soda and beer bottle 
tops, feathers, felt scraps, candy 
jars, pine cones, papier-mache 
flower, pots and a whole collec- 
tion of satin, tulle and -sequin- 
trimmed costumes from a dance 
studio.

“The day after the letter ap- 
peared I had to attend a district 
meeting of B’nai B’rith Women 
and. I hired a maid to stay with 
my three children,” Mrs. Blum- 
off related. ‘“‘When I got home 
the maid said she just wanted to 
tell me that I had paid her for 
doing nothing but answering the 
telephone all day long. She 
hadn’t been able to do a uick of 
work because Martha Carr read- 
ers kept the phone ringing con- 
stantly wanting to know where 
they could deliver items.” 

Soon Mrs. Blumhoff’s children 
—Harvey, 15; Rosellen, 12, and 
Bettijean, 9—were acting as tele- 
phone clerks, taking cown names 
and addresses of persons who 
wanted to donate various items 
but needed to have someone pick 
up the stuff. Other women ran 
a pickup and delivery service to 
18 or 20.St. Louis hospitals. Fi- 
nally the therapy departments 
of the hospitals were overstocked 
and the overflow of Operation 
Scrap Heap began to pile up in

Right now the’ women of B’nai 
B’rith are concentrating on other 
community activities and Opera- 
tion Scrap Heap has been tem- 
porarily slowed down. But 
there’s still the mountain of 
items in Mrs. Blumhoff’s ga- 
rage to be delivered. 


What happens when an occu- 
pational therapy department at 
a hospital receives oatmeal car- 
tons and coffee tins, old buttons 
and broken egg shells, and doz- 
ens of other items that a lot of 
people would call just plain 
junk? 

“Not one single thing goes 
to waste,” explained Mrs. Kay 
Jacob, director of the occupa- 
tional therapy department at 
St. Mary’s Hospital, ‘Scrap 
craft is fascinating. You get 
so you can’t bear to throw 
anything away. You just save 
it until you get some brilliant 
idea of how to use it.’ 

In the occupational therapy 
department at St. Mary’s, about 
6000 patients a year find fun 
and recreation doing scrap craft. 
On display are fascinating ex- 
amples of how junk and scraps 


‘are converted into toys, deco- 
rative objects and things for 


bits. Popsickle sticks are used 
to make bun baskets and plant

good solid use. 


There are ‘“‘tulips’’ made of 
eggshells, dolls made of pretty 
scraps of material and stuffed 
with old nylon hose and any 
number of toys made from cof- 
fee tins and beer cans. There 
are door stops made of wood, 
weighted with bent nails and 
rusty screws and covered in gay 
bits of calico. There is a voo- 
doo shield made of discarded 
yarn bits, buttons, spools and 
black chicken feathers. There 
are pin cushions made of cot- 
tage cheese cartons covered 
with scraps of silk, satin and 
felt, and pretty aprons done in 
a patchwork of odds and ends 
of various materials and 
trimmed with mere scraps of 
grosgrain ribbon. 


There is a toy clarinet made of 
spools and the gayest possible 
fly swatter decorated with bits 
of yarn and hot pads made by 
fastening soda bottle tops to 
green felt cut in the shape of 
Christmas trees. There are dogs 
and cats made of tin cans, empty 
band-aid boxes painted gay 
shades and trimmed with pretty 
shells. There are bird houses 
made of empty oatmeal cartons 
and a dragon made of cardboard 
tubing and scrap felt hooked to- 
gether with tongue depressors 
and decorated with pretty mar- 
bles for eyes. 


Letter holders are made of old 
coat hangers. Old nylons furnish 
the stuffing for a whole menag- 
erie of lions, tigers, frogs and 
snakes and for jolly jesters, 
humpty-dumpties and sunbonnet 
Sues. Old bushel baskets are 
enameled and decorated with 
spangles made of broken Christ- 
mas tree ornaments that have

Miss Nancy B. Lewis, an- 
other aid, reported the sale of 
articles made in the scrap 
craft program had _ earned 
enough money to air-condition 

the occupational therapy de- 
partment. 

Typical of the patients who 
find relaxation in the scrap craft 
project at the hospital is Mrs. 
Henry Uhlenbrock of Washing- 
ton, Mo., who was still in a wheel- 
chair after fracturing a hip. Mrs. 
Uhlenbrock, during her stay at 
St. Mary’s, worked on pothold- 
ers, and stuffed dolls made of 
scraps. She had also crocheted 
a rug out of yarn bits. 

“It’s a great way to break 
the monotony of hospital rou- 
Mrs. Uhlenbrock said. 


“‘Making something pretty out 
of scraps makes the day go 
faster. I made potholders in bed © 
but the minute I could get down 
here to the occupational therapy 
department I started on other 
things.”’ 

Mrs. Jacob says that her de- 
partment, one of the largest in 
St. Louis hospitals, welcomes 
donations to its scrap craft pro- 
gram the year round. St, Mary’s 
was particularly delighted with 
the deliveries cf scraps collected 
by the Women of B’nai B’rith in 
their own Scrap Heap project. 

Mrs. Jacob has a mimeo- 
graphed list of articles and scrap 
materials which the department 
can use the year round. The list 
contains about 80 items, ranging 
from popsicle sticks, eggshells, 
jar rings, used gift wrap paper 
and burned-out light bulbs to 
broken glass or china, string, 
dented cooking utensils and soée 
bottle caps. She will be glad to 
send the list to amyene who 
writes to her and incloses a sa/- 
addressed stamped envelope. She 
is particularly eager to recei¥e 
all the torn nylons possible.

“One thing I do know. The 
critics like a lot more shows 
than the public does.” 

The slender man from the 
Times has seen more than 3000 
play premieres (he was away 
from the theater 1943-45 as a 
foreign correspondent). After 
each he has hurried to his desk 
to write the comments—in swift- 
ly-penciled lines on yellow copy 
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times -_partial—derive from the 


price we pay for creativeness, 
imagination and personal inde- 
pendence in a free civilization.” 

An optimist about the future 
of the theater, Atkinson feels 
that although there has been a 
marked decrease in the number 
of productions, there has been 
no appreciable loss of quality 
over the years since he began 
reviewing. 

Atkinson came to the Times 
from Boston in 1922, for the next 
two and one-half years headed 
the book reviewing department. 
In August 1925, drama critic 
Stark Young left the newspaper. 

“On the evening he resigned, 
there was to be an opening,” 
Atkinson recalls. ‘“The managing 
editor asked me to cover. I had 
been assistant drama reviewer 
on the Boston Transcript and 
done some second-string reviews 
here.”’

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Classifying Euglena

LAST TIME we were discuss- 
ing the small forms of life known 
_as ‘‘Euglenas.” The question is 
'whether they should be called 
plants or animals. A _ botanist 
might say: 

“Green plants have chloro- 
phyll, and this pigment turns 
into starchy food after being 
acted on by light. The Euglena 
makes its food in the manner of 
green plants, and should be 
classed as a plant.” 

That is only a short account 
of what might be said, but it 
gives the chief argument on the 
plant side. Another scientist, say 
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a zoologist, might make these 
statements: 
“A Euglena should be classed 
in the animal kingdom. It has 
free movement all through life, 
and there is an eyespot which 
shows it where to go to find the 
sunshine. . 
“A Euglena makes food after 
the manner of a plant. This 
points to plant ancestors, but it 
fails to tell the whole story. Eu: 
glenas swim freely, seek the sun- 
shine and reproduce by dividing 
into parts.” : 
A Euglena dies in a sense 
when it divides into two or more 
parts, but from another view: 
point, it lives through the ages. 
The new parts are as “‘alive’’ as 
might be wished. They swim 
around until their turn comes to 
divide into parts. 
Q. Do all forms of animal life 
move freely through their lives? 
A. Most animals do that, but 
some kinds start out as freé 
swimmers, then find a location 
where they take anchor. Sponges 
are among the forms of animal 
life which are anchored most 
of the time. 
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
